The Board of Regents of the West Virginia Institution for the Deaf 
Dumb ond the Blind have the honor of presenting to you the follow 
ing as their third Annual Report: 

Owing to the early meeting of the Legislature, we have been com 


pelled to meet in advance of the usual time, and for this reason ou 


Report fails to cover the entire fiscal year by a few days. 

We find that the Institution has, within the past year, greatly en 
larged its usefulness, and promises to фе a great blessing to the State 
and its afflicted children. 

We are satisfied, by a thorough "examination, that its affairs hav 
been well managed in the various departments, and the means give 
it, well expended. 

The number of pupils has considerably increased, and the prospec 
is that there will be still larger additions as rapidly as provisions ea 
be made to receive them. 

This has necessitated an increase of Teachers, together with expen 
itures for other purposes. 

- We take especial pleasure in reporting the introduction of instru 
tion in mechanical arts, inasmuch as this will especially fit many 
the pupils for self-support in subsequent life. - 

Progress has been made toward the completion of the building, 
that the greater portion of itis already occupied. It is well and su 


stantially built, and presents a fine appearance externally, and i 


ы 


ternally it is admirably adapted to the purposes for which it м 
constructed. We regard it as a credit to the State. А portion of 
still remains unfinished, and other improvements are very much need 
for the full usefulness of the Institution. The general character 
hese improvement is indicated by the Principal’s Report. 
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The building is sufficiently furnished for the present number of 
pupils, but additional furniture will be needed as rapidly as the num- 
ber of pupils is increased. 

In our expenditures heretofore we have been careful not to exceed 
the appropriations made by the Legislature; we have regarded our- 
selves as the “ Almoners" ої the State charity, and have looked upon 
the means given us as an indication of the wishes of the people of the 
State as to the extent to which we should go forward in the work ins 
which we have been engaged. 

The appropriations made by the last Legislature are now nearly, and 
necessarily exhausted, and were it not for the early meeting of the new 
Legislature, we would be very seriously cramped for means to carry 
om our good work. We have studied economy in every department, 
and in the past year asked for no more than we absolutely needed. 
We have confidence that if the coming Legislature understand and 
will appreciate our necessities, they will grant the amounts asked for 
in the Report of the Principal, and most earnestly hope that they will 
not “ cut*us short,” and thus retard the growth and usefulness of the 
Institution, and the advancement and education of the unfortunate 
wards of its care. P 


As to the fiscal condition of the Institution, we respectfully refer you. 


to the Reports of the Principal and the Executive Committee ac- 
companying this Report. We also refer you to the Report of the 
Pffncipal for the amounts actually needed for the various purposes 
mentioned therein. 
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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE.

To the Board of Regents of the West Virginia Institution for the 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind: 


Your Executive Committee beg leave to report that they have ex- 
amined the accounts of the Principal, from the commencement of the 
fiscal year, thirtieth of September, 1871, down to this date, and find 
them correct and supported by satisfactory evidence. ` 

The fiscal affairs of the Institution will appear from the detailed 
statements of the Chairman of the Committee, and of the Principal, 
which accompany this report, and are here referred to. 

The accounts of the Principal from the commencement of last fiscal 
year to thirty-first May last, were examined by your Committee, at its 
meeting, held June eleventh, 1872. 

At the last named meeting of your Committec, we authorized the 
Principal to secure a competent person to give instruction in shoe- 
making, and‘to make arrangements for securing instruction of the 
blind in broom-making. 

We are glad to see that, at the opening of the present session of the 
school, the Principal had secured the services of а person competent 
to instruct, the mutes in shoe-making, and that the progress made by 
some of the pupils, even within a few days, shows how much advantage 
it will be to the pupil to learna trade by which he can earn his liveli- 
hood during future life, and how apt he 18 to acquire a trade. 

We recommend that, as far as possible, the Board will look to the - 
mechanical education of the pupils.

TEACHERS AND PUPILS. 


In the internal affairs of the Institution the past year has been 
of uninterrupted prosperity. There has been no serious illnes 
interfere with the studies and progress of the pupils. The officers a 
teachers have labored faithfully and successfully in the discharge 
their duties, and all I believe possess a determination to excel in 
spheres in which you have placed them. The teachers remain;in cha 
of the same classes as last year, а few pupils having been transfer 

«from one class to another as their attainments made it desirable. 
changes of this kind have been suggested by the results of the class 
aminations, by which the comparative advancement of each pupi 
ascertained. These results are placed on record and will give the 
lative standing of each pupil at the close of his term of pupil) 
The school-room progress of the pupils, as well as their general dep 
ment, has been exceedingly gratifying, and shows on their par 
healthy and well directed enthusiasm. And now at the close of v 
tion, the old pupils are returning full of life and with a keen sens 
the advantages of a good education. 

Trade instruction has been inaugurated by the establishment 
shoe shop, under the charge of Mr. Henry Friddle. The pupils:

NUMBER OF PUPILS. 


At the present time of writing, (the opening week of the se 
with daily additions to our number,) it is impossible, to state defini 
the number of pupils to be in attendance this year. From the in 
tions it is probable that there will be about seventy-five, an inc 
over last-year of about twenty. The relative number of blind 
deaf-mutes will not vary much from that given in орг lastre 
"This is by no means the entire number of persons of suitable 
and condition to be admitted into this Institution. The last U 
States census gives the number of blind of suitable age as thirty-s¢ 
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nd the number of mutes as one hundred and one, a total of one 
mdred and twenty-eight. Your institution will this year be filled 
its utmost capacity, and require the completion of the unfinished 
ortion before any large addition of pupils can be made. 


AGE OF PUPILS. 


The average age of pupils admitted at the first opening of the 
ustitution was above sixteen. The second year the average was below 
teen, and this year itis thirteen. This I regard a favorable indica- 
ion, and trust that the average will be still more reduced in the future 
arents often ask the best age for the admission of pupils. "This ques- 
ion has always excited discussion among educators of deaf-mutes. 
hirty or forty years since the prevailing opinion seems to have been 
hat twelve was the proper age. Under circumstances then existing, no 
oubt this opinion was correct. For then the term of pupilage was 
most universally limited to five years; and it was desirable that the 
ge of the pupils should be such that trades could be most advantage- 
usly taught in connection with the regular school-room exercises. 
urthermore the publie generally did not then realize the extent to 
hich deaf-mutes could be educated, nor the various positions of trust 
nd responsibility they were able to fill. These conditions are largely 
hanged. The Legislatures of the various States have recognized the 
ropriety of a more extended term for this class of citizens. Hight 
ears is the time generally allowed all pupils, and in the older institu- 
tions it is supplemented by a three years?course in a high class, or an 
cademical department. Nor із this all. The General Government 
has established at Washington a Deaf-mute College, in which there 
are now more than fifty students, and of which the graduates are filling 
onorable positions in the governmental department at Washington, 
0r engaged as teachers with a success which rarely attends speaking 
persons. To this college every deaf-mute of energy and ability can 
aspire. Alghough all pupils may not be fit subjects for this higher 
education, yet no parent can be justified in unnecessarily keeping his 
child from the institution until such an age, that these higher advant- 
ages and preparations for usefulness, are almost impracticable, and 
perhaps impossible. То make the state institutions properly harmonize 
with the college, and perhaps to increase their own efficiency, pupils 
should be admitted at an earlier age than has generally been the case. 
In view of these facts, I believe eight years is not too young for any 
deaf-mute of healthy physical organization to be placed in the Institu- 
tion. Му experience for the past two years with children of this age 
is, that their average progress is equal to that of older children. In 
tegard to the blind, I can see no reason why they should not be sent 


— 
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to school at the same age as seeing children of the same physical an 
mental development. The only valid objection urged to the admissi, 
of pupils so young, is the impropriety of putting them so early in 
shops to learn trades. When the term of pupilage was limited to fiy 
years, this objection was worthy of consideration, but with a longe 
term there'is ample time for those admitted at eight to be instructe 
in any suitable tradé after reaching the age of ten or twelve. 


VACATIONS. 


The annual vacation extends from the third Thursday in Junet 
the second Thursday in September, of each year. Thus far in th 
history of the Institution, it has been recommended to parents at eac 
vacation to remove their children to their own homes. Last summe 
all the pupils spent the vacation with their friends, which shouldbe 
the case every year. It is an advantage to any pupil to be in a differ 
ent atmosphere and amid new surroundings а portion of his time 
For when vacation is past, pupils return full of new ideas and en 
thusiastic for theìr labors. Béside the change gives them better notion 
of life, and what will be required of them when they finish their term 
of pupilage. The great object of the Institution, is not to be an 
asylum, but a training school to fit pupils for their own support in 
after life. Weshould accomplish this object very poorly, indeed, were 
pupils kept here till lost to their former associations with the world, 
and, in many instances, forgotten by their former friends, and then, 
without any knowledge of the outside world, send them out to take 
care of themselves. 


FINANCES. 


I have endeavored, in the discharge of my duties, to confine the ex- 
penditures within the limits of the appropriations. We shall barely 
be able, without debt, to complete the present year with the existing 
number of officers and pupils. If additional officers are appointed or 
pupils admitted, there will be a corresponding deficiency.

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With this expenditure, we have been enabled to build a commodious 
kitchen and bakery, besides completing a large portion of the unfin- 
ished parts of the Institution proper. We are comfortably supplied 
with furniture, and shall only need additions thereto as our numbers 
increase. й

e o I . FUTURE IMPROVEMENTS. 


„ The necessity of extreme care in making our estimates for the future 
wants of the Institution, is greater now than under the old constitu- 
tion. All the improvements to be made within a period of more than 
two years must be provided for at the next meeting of the Legislature. 
While I believe it is our duty under ordinary circumstances strictly 
_to confine the expenditures of the Institution within the appropria- ' 
tions, yet the embarrasment of curtailing its usefulness for two con- 
secutive years, might cause a lasting injury to our future labors. 
The Institution has already suffered largely from this cause. Several 
pupils whose parents were exceedingly anxious for their admission, 
one and two years ago, but to whom it was denied for want of room, 
have lost their enthusiasm and now neither parent nor child evinces 
any special interest in the benefit for which the State is.here provid- 
ing. Among the various improvements suggested there is none more 
desirable than a steam heating appratus. At present the building is 
entirely warmed by stoves and grates. Our present method no doubt 
costs less in dollars and cents; but there are many advantages which 
will more than compensate for the additional expense. The ad- 
vantages of heating by steam may be briefly stated as follows: 

1. Safety. The liability of fire in a building heated by twenty-five 
grates and stoves would be great under any circumstances; but when 
we add to this the increased liability arising from the peculiar infirm- 
ities of our pupils, the danger becomes a source of anxiety to all the 
inmates. Steam heating would entirely obviate all danger from this: 
source. ` 

2. Health.—It is practicably impossible, under our present method 
of heating, to preserve an uniform temperature throughout the build- |, 
ing, or even in a single room. Although this may never be the cause 
of sickness among the inmates, yet I cannot help feeling that it is lia- 
ble to become so. 

3. Economy of Room.—Under circumstances like these, stoves are 
ever in the way. They require considerable space whenever used, 
and more especially isit the. case in dining-rooms, sitting-rooms and 
school-rooms. An inspection of different parts of the Institution will 
show to what extent stoves occupy space, which would otherwise be 
available to the pupils, I estimate the loss, from this source, to be 
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'one-tenth of the available rc room; or an amount almost equal to the 


/ 


extra cost of fitting up the building with the heating apparatus in 
question. ^ E 
INSURANCE. ; 


The building and furniture are now insured for nearly one-half their 
value. While the Legislature met annually, this amount was all that 
prudence would Доре, and ample to relieve us from all possible em- 
barrassment in case of accident. The change from annual to biennial 
meetings, changes our condition in this respect. Unless protected by 
ample insurance, in case of serious damages by fire there might be a 
necessity of closing the Institution for two years before we could even 
begin to repair our loss. 

While under ordinary circumstances, the State is its own best in- 
surance company, yet fora State charity, of the peculiar character of 
the one under your charge, and with biennial meetings of the Legis- 
lature, Т recommend, as soon as practicable, a large increase in the 
amount of insurance. . 

The wants of the departments of instruction are: 

First, Ah additional teacherfor the mutes. With our present num- 
ber of pupils, another instructor should be appointed in order to have 
a thorough élassification. 

Second, A teacher of music for the blind. A large number of 
our blind pupils possess considerable talent in this direction, which, if 
developed, would not only bea source of comfort to them, but afford a 
desirable means of livelihood. 

Third, To provide additional mechanical instruction for all the 
pupils. 

There is still a portion of the building unfinished. I have already 
called your attention to the necessity of its completion before more 
pupils can be admitted. 

The building of verandas, which was recommended last year, is now 
as desirable as ever. Also the open porch, on the north side of the 


‘school-room wing, should be closed and connected, by passages, with 


the main wings of the building. This will give an entire exempticn 
from open air exposure, and, of course, lessen the liability to illness 
arising from changes of temperature.

This freedom from sickness is principally owing to the eare and 
efficiency of the officers and teachers of the Institution, the well ven- 
tilated and well kept dormitories, the attention to clothing, and its’ 
adaptation to the seasons, bathing, and uniform cleanliness. 

This favorable record cannot but be gratifying to you and to all the 
friends of the Institution.

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PUPILS UNDER INSTRUCTION WITHIN THE YEAR. 
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DIRECTIONS: FOR THE ADMISSION OF PUPILS 


І. All Deaf-mutes and Blind persons in the State of sound mind” 
and body, between the ages of eight and twenty-five years, are entitled 
to admission free of charge, except for clothing and traveling ex- 
penses. It is earnestly requested that parents of children too young 
to be admitted, immediately place themselves in correspondence with 
the Principal in reference to the future training of their children. 


II. Children when brought, should be provided with Summer and 
Winter clothing, all plainly marked with the owner’s name. A sum 
of money not less than $5.00, should be left with the Principal for in- 
cidental expenses. Whatever is unexpended at the close of the year 
will be returned. Each pupil should have a good trunk. Clothing will 
be furnished to indigent pupils. 


IIT. The sessions of the school commence on the second Thursday 
of September, in each year, and continue for the space of forty weeks. 
The regular term of pupilage is five years, and the Principal may, with 
the consent of the Board, select for an additional term of three years, 
such as would be especially benefited thereby.
